This week Jess and N a o m i 
Young are announcing the selling of 
their cleaning business to Mr. and 
M rs. Ewell Mackey after 51 years 
service to this area. The Youngs 
will be taking a long deserved rest 
after serving the public for so many 
years. 
We would like to express our 
best wishes to both of these couples. 
The Youngs have been a part of the 
business life of Hamlin for so many 
years it will seem strange for a long 
tim e for them not to be an active pa rt 
of downtown Hamlin. B utat least for 
a little while longer they will still be 
at the same old stand as they stay 
around to help the Mackeys get s ta rt­ 
ed. 
We would like to welcome both 
Ewell and Janice Mackey and hope 
f o r them every possible success. 
Both have been active in the affairs 
of Hamlin for many years and we 
know that they will continue to be an 
asset to Hamlin. 
T h e other change being an­ 
nounced is the closing of J. M. Mc­ 
Donald's, both here and in Stamford. 
This will m ark the end of 20 years 
service to this area and much long­ 
e r than t h a t when you c o u n t their 
predecessor, Bryant-LinkCompany. 
In alarg e degree both Hamlin 
and Stamford are victim s of the poor 
m ail and freight service as this is 
given by the company as one of the 
m ajor reasons for closing. The com ­ 
m unications gap between the home 
office in Hastings, Neb. , and here 
was just too much to overcome and 
m aintain a successful operation. 
This firm and their long asso­ 
ciation with Hamlin will be m issed 
by all of us. 


Cong. Omar Burleson points 
out in his column this week that new 
organizations of one sort or another 
are f o r m e d about every day. One 
form ed at Ohio State University re ­ 
cently is known as Students for Ma­ 
jority Rights. This may turn out to 
be a very significant group, accord­ 
ing to Burleson and we agree. They 
have filed a suit, th e purpose of 
which is to affirm the right of stu­ 
dents to pursue their education "free 
of intimidation and violence. " 
The court case has been filed 
by nine students against one pro­ 
fessor, one non-student and seven 
r e g u l a r students. If the case is 
brought to a final conclusion in the 
courts, it could serve a m ost valu­ 
able purpose and is certainly timely. 
Soon it will be back to school 
for thousands of sincere and serious- 
minded students who want to pursue 
th eir education unmolested. 
One m i g h t assum e that the 
rights of the m ajority would be auto­ 
m atically protected. We have seen 
that they are not and there is a re a ­ 
son. 
The reason is that tradition­ 
ally we have been long on protecting 
the rights of the m inority and short 
on protecting those of the m ajority. 
Constitutional guarantees o f 
freedom of speech and freedom of 
assem bly are needed prim arily to 
protect the rights o f the m inority 
from being denied by the power of 
the m ajority. 
In recent y ears, however, we 
h a v e seen the denial o f m ajority 
rights on cam puses, in the streets 
and elsew here, through the m isuse 
of these rights by the few. 
If the case brought by the stu­ 
dents for m ajority rights is carried 
to a successful conclusion in th e 
courts, then a principle would be 
established in other cases where the 
m inority prevailed and d en ie d the 
sam e rights to the m ajority as de­ 
manded by the few. 
It is perfectly well to say that

Benefitting from the rain and cool­ 
e r tem peratures will be the cotton, 
th e l a t e m aize and the volunteer 
wheat. 


Although the m oisture is not suf­ 
ficient to assure a bumper cotton 
crop, it will be helpful, one spokes­ 
man said. More rain is still needed, 
he added. 
Some 90% of the maize had been 
harvested before the Tuesday rain. 
During the month of June .92 was 
recorded, .20 on June I and .72 on 
june 21. T races were noted on June 
2, June 25 and June 29.

Probably the best a t t e n d e d 
picnic in the history of Hamlin was 
held last week. The three days held 
their attractions and several thou­ 
sand were p r e s e n t each day. The 
second day, Friday, was the big day. 

It is 
estimated that 7,000 or 8,000 people 
were there then. The picnic com­ 
mittee was r e a d y for them. They 
had 4,590 pounds of the best cooked 
b e e f , 60 g a11 on s of pickles, IOO 
pounds of onions, 1,200 loaves of 
bread, 6 wash pots full of coffee and 
tokeep the crowd well cooled, there 
were 15,300 pounds of ice used on 
the three days. 
On Friday, Dr. P. W. Horn 
addressed a large number of the vis­ 
itors. D r. Horn went into details 
concerning the progress for the o- 
pening of the Texas Tech at Lubbock 
of which he is president. Consider­ 
ing the large number of people from 
over a wide scope of territory, the 
behavior and general conduct w as 
excellent. One or two reported tires 
stolen and on Saturday, up in town 
someone or more persons succeed­ 
ed in passing three one dollar bills 
as tens. The houses getting the "doc­ 
tored” currency were, Hamlin Dry 
Goods, The City Bakery and Wall- 
Young. This trick was crudely done, 
but when clerks are very busy they 
are not expert in noticing bills. F ri­ 
day after everybody had all the eats 
they wanted, there were seven pots 
full left, this was distributed liber­ 
ally to any and all who came for it. 
Mr. Nobles was in charge and re ­ 
mained two hours after the dinner 
time to dispense the meat. He got 
tired and the last count he had there 
were still two or three pots full. If 
anyone left hungry it was not th e 
fault of the committee.

Hamlin's new $200,000 dial 
telephone system will come to life 
at 1:01 a. rn. next Sunday morning. 
This announcement was made this 
week by Gene Adkisson, Southwest­ 
ern Bell Telephone Company man­ 
ager. 
Adkisson explained the reason 
for the early morning hour conver­ 
sion was to coincide with other towns 
being converted to dial systems and 
to tie in with the nation's Long Dis­ 
tance telephone network. 
"At present time Long Dis­ 
tance operators can't dial telephone 
calls from out of town to Hamlin," 
the manager said, "but when our dial 
system comes to life they will be 
able to do it. So, we notify all Long 
Distant operators that at 1:01 a. rn. 
Sunday any calls coming from out of 
town to here can be dialed. ” 
Adkisson said customers will 
know the new dial equipment is in 
operation when they pick up their 
telephones and hear the character­ 
istic "hum” to the dial telephone. He 
emphasized that customers should 
not try to dial until the new system 
goes into operation e a r l y Sunday 
morning. The change means every­ 
one in Hamlin gets a new telephone 
number beginning with the prefix or 
central office name "Spring 4. " 
These new numbers are des­ 
ignated to fit into the national tele­ 
phone numbering system, which e- 
ventually will make it possible for 
everyone to dial his own out-of-town 
telephone calls. Directories listing 
all new numbers have already been 
sent to customers here. 
Installing the new dial equip­ 
ment in Hamlin has been a big job, 
even for the telephone company.

Bits driver Hawkins noticed 
that one of his passengers, ob­ 
viously drunk, was getting bellig­ 
erent toward a young woman. 
Hoping things would calm down. 
Hawkins did not interfere. 
But things did not calm down. 
On the contrary, the man climax­ 
ed his outburst by giving the 
woman a vicious kick in the 
shins, 
In due course, she tiled a dam­ 
age suit against the bus company. 
And a court ruled that the com­ 
pany was indeed liable. The 
judge said Hawkins had failed to 
live up to his legal responsibili­ 


ties as the “man in charge” of 
the bus. 
As a rule, a bus driver has 
the duty to do some basic polic­ 
ing of his vehicle. When one pas­ 
senger m enaces another, the 
driver cannot just take refuge in 
the role of a neutral bystander. 
In fact, he may have to take 
a ffirm a tiv e a c tio n not o n ly 
against grown-up bullies but also 
against youthful rascals. In an­ 
other case several teenagers, arm­ 
ed with rubber bands, began fir­ 
ing paper clips around 
the 
interior of their school bus 
Again, the driver followed a 
hands-off policy. But when a girl 
was struck in the eye and injured, 
the bus company was held liable 
in court. The judge said the 
driver had an affirmative duty to 
halt this dangerous game. 
Nevertheless, since he is not 
really a policeman, he does not 
have to go out of his way to 
search for trouble. Thus: 
An intoxicated passcnged jab­ 
bed a large pin into another 
man’s hip. The indignant victim 
later demanded damages from 
the bus company, pointing out 
that his attacker had been quar­ 
relsome and profane even before 
thrusting the pin. 
But it also appeared that the 
fellow had been sitting far back 
in the bus, and that the driver 
had simply not been aware of his 
misbehavior. 
Accordingly, 
the 
court found no grounds for plac­ 
ing blame upon the driver.
